Selectmen’s Report 


TO THE CITIZENS OF WHATELY: 


In accordance with the requirements of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, we here- 
with submit our report for the year ended December 31, 
1944. 

No particularly serious matters have been before 
us during 1944, and while restrictions on materials and 
labor have hindered repairs to some extent, we have been 
very fortunate in many instances. 

Damage to the Briggs bridge in February by a 
heavily loaded truck, required complete rebuilding of the 
timber portion of the structure and we were able to 
obtain suitable materials quite promptly. We have been 
unable to obtain a settlement for this damage as yet and 
a suit is now pending against the truck owner. 

We feel that our highways have been kept in very 
satisfactory condition, but are in hopes that an increased 
grant will be allowed by the Legislature this year, so 
that more mileage can be properly oil and tar treated. 
The improvement at the Depot Road underpass location 
is one of the most effective pieces of work of the year, 
and eliminates a bad drainage problem of long standing. 

Due to the mild winter conditions, we did not use 
all of our Winter Roads appropriation, but in view of 
the increased snow volume of the present season, we 
believe that the same amount should be granted for this 
year. 

The age of our highway truck necessitates increased 
maintenance costs, but we hope we will be able to keep 
it operating satisfactorily until a new one can be ob- 
tained. During the year we purchased a sand-spreader 
and a small mixer, which are of considerable help under 
today’s labor conditions. 
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Welfare problems have been almost non-existent 
and our expenditures were unusually low. Our estimates 
for 1945 has been cut to one-half of the 1944 appropri- 
ation, since it appears that no serious expenses are in 
prospect. Old Age Assistance and Aid to Dependent Chil- — 
dren laws are subject to changes by the new Legislature 
and we do not advise reducing these appropriations at 
this time. 

We call attention to the report of the fire chief and 
to the article in the warrant concerning this department, 
which we believe should be acted upon favorably. 

We are advised by the State Dept. of Conservation 
that the severe Gipsy Moth infestation requires that an 
increased appropriation be made for this inspection, but 
we feel, in view of the labor situation, it will be impossi- 
ble to expend more money judiciously at this time and 
we are requesting only the usual sum of $250. 

Acting as Board of Health, we were requested by 
the State Department of Public Health to notify the 
users of the Allis water supply that the water must be 
boiled before using. We are sorry that this was necessary 
but it could not be avoided. We anticipate that the com- 
mittee investigating new sources of supply will render a 
complete report at the town meeting, and we hope a 
large audience will be present to hear it and act upon 
the committee’s recommendations, for a modern ade- 
quate water supply is one of the most urgent needs of 
our community.

I have completed a check of the books of the various 
town officials, and’ make the following report of my 
findings: .

The Treasurer has in his possession and due the 
Town of Whately on December 31, 1944, the sum of 
$39,121.23, this amount having been verified by an ex- 
amination of the bank’s statement and actual count of 
cash on hand. | 

The Treasurer holds no tax title deeds, since the 
entire list of tax titles have been returned to the tax 
lists through sale to new owners. 

Purchase of U. S. 214% Treasury Bonds in the 
amount of $10,000 for addition to our Post-War Rehabili- 
tation Fund was made from Surplus Revenue, pursuant 
to the vote of the 1944 annual meeting. No recommenda- 
tion is being made for additional purchase this year, 
since these funds may very likely be needed for current 
extraordinary expenditures now under consideration. 

My check of the Tax Collector’s records shows total 
uncollected taxes of $5,015.54, composed entirely of 1943 
and 1944 levies. This is a new record for outstanding 
items, due in part to improved financial conditions and 
in part to the pressure brought by the collector. 

No borrowing was made during the year, and there 
are no outstanding loans. 

The balance sheet presented herewith shows the 
town’s excellent financial condition.

There has been a reduction of thirteen calls over 
the previous year and there have been two serious fires; 
in one of these, the cause was unknown and the other 
was caused by lightning. 


I would like to recommend the continuance of the 
Fire Department Reserve Fund and any unexpended bal- 
ance this year be added to the reserve fund which has 
already been establishd in previous years. (An item- 
ized account of the expenditures of the appropriation 
will be found elsewhere in this report.) 

I would also like to recommend that the Town adopt 
Sections 42 and 43 of Chapter 48 of the General Laws. 
An explanation of the reason for this is to be made 
at the annual Town Meeting. 


The Department of Public Safety of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts is now enforcing all gasoline 
license and permit laws and also the laws relative to 
garages in which automobiles are housed. If anyone has 
not secured a gasoline license or garage permit I would 
advise them to get in touch with the chief of the de- 
partment at an early date regarding these. 
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The Whately Firemen’s Association sponsored the 
mailing and sending of greeting cards at Christmas to 
the men and women in the armed services from the as- 
sociation and the people of Whately. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
men of the department for their able assistance and co- 
operation in answering alarms and attending fires, also 
all others who have assisted in any way.

Sir: 
In accordance with your instructions, I have made 


an audit of the books and accounts of the town of 
Whately for the period from July 27, 1941, the date 
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of the previous examination, to July 26, 1944, and sub- 
mit the following report thereon: 


The records of financial transactions of the several 
departments receiving or disbursing town funds or send- - 
ing out bills for collection were examined, checked, and 
verified by comparison with the books of the town auditor 
and treasurer. 

The surety bonds of the town officers required to 
furnish them were examined and found to be in proper 
form. 

The records of pay-roll deductions on account of 
federal taxes were examined and checked. The pay- 
ments to the collector of internal revenue were verified 
and the amounts credited to the town employees were 
listed from the card record and proved with the auditor’s 
ledger account.’ 


The books and accounts of the town auditor were 
examinea and checked in detail. The receipts as recorded 
were compared with the treasurer’s books, and the re- 
corded payments were checked with the treasury war- 
rants and the 'treasurer’s record of disbursements. The 
appropriation accounts as recorded on the ledger were 
checked with the town meeting records of the town clerk, 
the transfers from the reserve fund were compared with 
the authorizations of the finance committee, and all 
other accounts were checked with information in the de- 
partments in which the transactions originated. The 
ledger was analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, and 
a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was 
prepared showing the financial condition of the town 
on July 26, 1944. 

The efficient work of the town auditor in checking 
the clerical work of all other departments and officials 
and the complete information obtained from his ac- 
counts aided materially in the progress of the audit. 

The records of licenses granted by the selectmen:’ 
were examined and checked with the records of licenses 
issued. The payments to the treasurer were verified 
and the cash on hand July 26, 1944, was proved by actual 
count. The surety bonds filed with the town by persons 
to whom liquor licenses were granted were examined and 
checked. 

The savings bank books and securities representing 
the investment of trust funds in the custody of the town 
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treasurer were examined and listed. The amounts re- 
ceived and deposited were checked, the income was 
proved, and the withdrawals were verified. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were 
examined in detail. The receipts as recorded were anal- 
yzed and compared with the records of the departments 
collecting money for the town and with the other 
sources from which money was paid into the town 
treasury. The payments were checked with the warrants 
authorizing the disbursement of town funds and with 
the auditor’s books. The cash book was footed and the 
cash balance on July 26, 1944, was proved by actual 
count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of 
the bank balance with a statement received from the 
depository. 

The tax title deeds in the custody of the treasurer 
were examined and checked with the accounts of the 
auditor and the tax collector. The amounts received on 
account of redemptions were verified and the proceeds 
from sales of property by the treasurer were checked. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were 
examined and checked in detail. The tax accounts out- 
standing at the time of the previous examination, and 
all subsequent commitment lists were audited and 
proved with the assessors’ warrants. The recorded col- 
lections were checked, the payments to the treasurer 
were verified, the recorded abatements were checked to 
the assessors’ abatement record, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and proved with the auditor’s ledger 
accounts. 

Verification of the outstanding accounts was made 
by sending notices to a number of persons whose names 
appeared on the books as owing money to the town, and 
from the replies received it appears that the outstanding 
accounts, as listed, are correct. The cash balance July 
26, 1944, was proved by actual count of the cash in the 
office. 

The accounts of the sealer of weights and meas- 
ures were examined. The receipts were checked with the 
record of work done, the payments to the treasurer were 
verified, and the cash on hand August 9, 1944, was 
proved by actual count. 


The financial accounts of the town clerk were 
checked. The receipts for dog and sporting licenses were 
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checked with the records of licenses issued, the pay- 
ments to the treasurer and to the Division of Fisheries 
and Game were verified, and the cash on hand July 26, 
1944, was proved by actual count. | 

The records of bills sent out for collection by the 
health, public welfare, state aid, and cemetery depart- 
ments were examined and checked. The departmental 
records of charges were analyzed, the recorded collec- 
tions were compared with the payments to the treasurer, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved 
with the auditor’s ledger. 

The librarian’s record of receipts from fines, etc., 
were checked, the payments to the treasurer were veri- 
fied, and the cash on hand July 26, 1944, was proved 
by actual count. 

The work of all departments has been performed in 
an efficient and accurate manner. 

In acdition to the balance sheet, there are appended 
to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the 
treasurer’s cash, summaries of tax and departmental 
accounts, as well as tables showing the transactions and 
condition of the trust funds. 

While engaged in making the audit, cooperation was 
received from the several town officials, for which, on 
behalf of my assistsants and for myself, I wish to ex- 
press appreciation. |

John N. Heafey, Chairman 
Dear Mr. Heafey: 


I submit to your Board, herewith, my fourth annual 
report as Superintendent of Schools for Whately, cover- 
ing the calendar year 1944. 

As another war-time year has closed, I think I can 
report upon school affairs with a good deal of satisfac- 
tion. In the elementary grades we have retained our 
veteran teaching staff; have housed and transported pu- 
pils with a fair degree of comfort; and have furnished 
all necessitous books and supplies. In the secondary 
levels, Whately boys and girls continue to enjoy the 
privilege of attending either Deerfield or Northampton 
High Schools or Smith’s Agricultural School as hereto- 
fore, to the excellent fulfilment of their educational needs. 


I refer you elsewhere on these pages for statistical 
rata, and shall discuss certain other phases of the de- 
partment’s concerns under various headings as follows: 


SCHOOL PERSONNEL 


Just as in previous reports of this kind, I offer the 
following Age-Grade table to show the elementary 
schools’ pupil distribution: 
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Throughout the Union the school-entering minimum 
age is 514 years as of October first; and that requirement 
seems to work out very well, as the slight unbalance 
below the normal levels, as shown on the table, just about 
levels up by the middle of the school year. Parents who 
seek to have their children enter under age, however, 
may do so only by having those children’s mental capacity: 
measured by proper psychometric testing at either the 
Northampton State Hospital or at a Child Guidance 
clinic which that institution directs in Greenfield; and 
we abide by the test. results and the psychiatrists’ rec- 
ommendations which reach me subsequently. I do not 
advocate under-age school entrance, however, for very 
good reasons which I am glad to discuss separately with 
interested individuals. 

With regard to the obvious decrease in pupil num- 
bers this past year from 1943, I must continue to at- 
tribute that in great part to population shifting for rea- 
son of defense work. There continue to be some pupil 
transfers during the school year, too, which is a definite 
factor of adjustment in the classroom. Whately has been 
fortunate, indeed, to retain the services of its veteran 
teaching staff and other school department employees 
for the continued smooth operation of its schools in the 
face of wartime complications,—they are listed among 
the statistical data, and the various supervisors’ reports 
are also included. 


BOOKS, SUPPLIES, AND EQUIPMENT 


The difficulties I mentioned a year ago in obtaining 
books and supplies have continued during 1944, particu- 
larly in the books item. Indeed, some of the Union’s 
schools are still awaiting books ordered last May, due to 
publishers’ problems devolving largely from the paper 
shortage. It is very evident, too, that both the publishers 
and the supply houses are suffering from a dearth of 
experienced labor; for orders are garbled, shipments 
frequently misdirected, and invoices require meticulous 
checking for accuracy. 

The condition of the school buildings is about as it 
was a year ago: The Center School is very comfortable, 
particularly so since the hot water system was installed. 
The East Whately Grammar School building remains a 
problem, however, with its heating difficulty in cold 
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weather. I believe it is possible to get new doors now, to 
replace those on both the North and South sides of the 
building which have deteriorated badly. I am sure they 
would help materially in the conservation of heat, besides 
improving the building’s appearance. 

Under the auspices of the Whately Parent-Teacher 
Association, a hot lunch program has been established 
in both school buildings, with the cooking all done at 
the East School. To date it would indicate that over 80 
percent of the elementary pupils are being served hot 
lunch daily, and I have received some gratifying reports 
from the school principals of cases of real benefits accru- 
ing to pupils as result of this program. 

No matter how carefully such a program is con- 
ducted, it is costly; but if it truly benefits even a small 
part of oyr school population I endorse it heartily. There 
are always a few cases of children having insufficient 
or poorly balanced meals at home,—hardly a matter for 
wonder in these days of almost total employment in 
remunerative jobs; and in all cases there is definite 
benefit deriveable from some hot dish and hot drink at 
lunch time. 


At present all hot water for this project is heated 
on the electric range, which is an inefficient and uneco- 
nomical method. I believe that, although no way of con- 
necting a hot water system to the East School’s steam 
furnace has yet been discovered, Mr. Roberts of Conway 
will find some other practical hook-up,—he has promised 
me an early report. Meanwhile I shall recommend that 
provision be made in the 1945 School Budget to take care 
of the extra power costs now facing us. 

Another fine thing was accomplished in 1944,—the 
blackboards in both schools were re-surfaced and their 
original velvety finish restored. I contacted a New Jersey 
firm, whose president, being unable to hire workers, came 
and did the job himself. With reasonable care those 
boards should stay in good condition for at least another 
ten years. 

Also under Equipment must be included the four 
privately-owned school busses, operated by the same 
four men whom I listed a year ago. They continue to 
give our schools excellent service, and it behooves every 
Whately citizen, large or small, to help them in maintain- 
ing that service. 
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I am grateful for the apparent results, throughout 
1944, of my last year’s public request for this same co- 
operation in maintaining the bus service. I have no 
record of there having been any untoward disturbances 
on the busses, so I must assume that pupils realize such 
disturbances are actually dangerous when they distract 
a driver’s attention from his job, and that their parents 
have aided materially towards that understanding. 


NEW EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES NEARBY 


Last September 22nd a new curriculum was formally 
established at Deerfield High School,—Vocational Agri- 
culture. It is housed at present in only temporary quar- 
ters in the high school building and with its shop equip- 
ment set up in a nearby garage; but it is to have sepa- 
rate and adequate new accommodations very shortly. 
Principal H. F. Battey is Director of the new depart- 
ment, and Mr. Robert H. Owers is the Instructor. Mr. 
Owers is a Massachusetts State College graduate and 
taught previously at West Springfield High School and at 
Sanderson Academy, 

The Vocational Agriculture set-up at Deerfield is 
different from that at Smith’s Agricultural School in 
that it is a four-year curriculum, half academic work and 
half specialized instruction, culminating in a regular 
high school diploma and eligibility to enter college. The 
tuition rates are low, meaning a direct saving to towns 
sending pupils there; the daily time schedule is more 
comfortable than elsewhere; and the distances traveled 
to there, especially for Whately pupils, quite short. I 
believe that this new curriculum’s establishment is an- 
other big step forward in equipping Deerfield High 
School to serve the whole Union more and more ade- 
quately as its secondary education center; for its loca- 
tion is superb, and its possibilities enormous. 


As this is written, some twenty-six boys are enrolled 
in Vocational Agriculture at Deerfield, including two 
from Whately,—an excellent first year showing. The 
parallel curriculum for girls, Vocational Household Arts, 
which has been long established, is on an equally high 
level of accomplishment under the expert direction of 
Mrs. Eleanor G. Taylor. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 


I shall not take up space among my 1945 recommen- 
dations for any formal plea for the continuance of the 
Rinehart - Functional Handwriting System in Whately 
schools, for I think it has justified its continuing there 
by very tangible results which are apparent to all parents. 


The matter of Health, and its maintenance in the 
schools, has been handled very well during 1944, though 
no semblances of epidemics arose to complicate matters. 
I do hope sincerely that a thoroughly reliable water 
supply can some day be assured for both schools. 

All four regular teachers have taken professional im- 
provement courses during the Fall in either Reading 
techniques,or modernized aspects of Geography, both be- 
ing highly essential lines of study; and I consider the 
aid your Board has given them in defrayment of costs 
of such study to be a progressive step, most gratifying 
to the teachers and to me. 


IN MEMORIAM 


On the morning of September 6, 1944, there 
passed away a thoroughly loyal and efficient 
public servant,—Miss Minnie E. Clapp of South 
Deerfield, Clerk of this Union since 1932. 


Miss Clapp did her full-time job so thoroughly well 
that no one ever dreamed of questioning her work; conse- 
quently, when it devolved upon me I had so little actual 
acquaintanceship with much of the mechanics of the 
department that I had to practically “start from 
scratch.” No suitable candidates for the Clerkship ap- 
peared for some time; and I had no clerical help until 
Miss Regina Skalski assumed those duties on December 
fourth. Since then we have been “catching up.” 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


In this time of war we are subject to many definite 
lacks; and it is our further duty to make things do which 
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are not absolutely necessitous. After thorough considera- 
tion I recommend, however: 

1. That a water-heating system be installed in the 
East School building as soon as possible. 

2. That provision for taking care of the considerable 
costs of water heating under present conditions be 
made in the 1945 School Budget. 

3. That proper classroom clocks for the schools be 
authorized for purchase if and when that is pos- 
sible. 

4. That new doors be purchased for the North and 
South entrances to the East School Building. 

5. That Whately citizens continue to visit their schools 
increasingly. 

6. That applicants for work certificates who are un- 
able to appear for them at my office shall do so at 
my home only by appointment; and that they shall 
come equipped with birth certificates in either 
event. 


CONCLUSION 


After having been three months without a clerk I 
am certainly in complete sympathy with employers of 
labor during the present times. It is to be hoped that a 
few of the considerable numbers of discharged men and 
women from the armed forces will eventually find their 
way into these Connecticut Valley towns to lessen our 
Woes. | 

During 1944 there were no rationings to complicate 
matters for school teachers; and the two salvage cam- 
paigns given the schools to conduct were handled by 
them in splendid fashion,—those for Waste Paper last 
Spring, and for Milkweed Floss in the Fall. 

I wish to thank your Board’s members for constant 
help and consideration, during 1944, as formerly; and 
to thank the teachers and other school employees, the 
pupils, and all others who have helped in any way to 
make 1944 what'I firmly believe was a good year for our 
schools.

I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor 
of Music in the town of Whately. 


As I review the work in music during the past year 
I feel that all classes are progressing in a satisfactory 
manner, showing interest and enthusiasm for the subject. 


In May, during National Music Week, the public was 
invited to attend classes with the supervisor, who dem- 
onstrated the course of program and methods as carried 
on in each grade for the year. The response to this in- 
vitation was gratifying with approximately thirty guests 
present who visited from class to class. 


The use of the piano at East Whately is enjoyed 
and is being wisely undertaken. Care must be taken 
that its use in chorus work in no way constitutes a detri- 
ment to good music reading, which is a necessity to any 
well-rounded music program. 


Choral reading, or the speaking of verse or prose 
by a group, has been tried recently. The results of good 
choral reading are many. It stimulates an interest in 
good literature and after practising’ a poem for choral 
reading most members of the group have learned it by 
heart, and have it as a part of them for years to come. 
It also helps in perfecting enunciation, in correct place- 
ment of tone, and lends tonal color, all of which help 
the singing voice. 


I find an increased interest in the better radio music 
programs in the music classes. This has been a satisfac- 
tion; since the radio plays such a large part in our 
present day life, I feel children should be taught to make 
the most of this great opportunity. 
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With the enthusiastic cooperation of you, Mr. Os- 
borne, and with the conscientious support of teachers 
and pupils alike, I believe we are providing a comprehen- 
sive and correlated music program in the schools of 
Whately and I hereby express, to all, my deep apprecia- 
tion.

My dear Mr. Osborne: 


Fourteen moving .picture films were shown to the 
children in Grades 1-4 and eight films to Grades 5-8. All 
but two were on health. Those two were on New England 
History and New England Industries. 


Complete vision testing of 101 pupils was done 
through the use of the Massachusetts Vision Testing 
Apparatus. Five pupils have glasses as a result of the 
findings of these tests. 


Audiometer hearing tests will be made as soon as 
the audiometer is available. The school physician and 
clinie dentist were assisted both with the routine ex- 
aminations and at the toxoid and dental clinics. Nine- 
teen children were given three toxoid treatments. 


Twenty-nine children had one hundred ten dental 
operations, twenty-six of whom had all dental work com- 
pleted. Fourteen children did not need dental work while ~ 
many went to their own dentists. 


Pupils were weighed and measured twice during 
the school year. 


Twelve children were taken to their homes and 
three were taken to the school physician. 


I cannot too highly praise the School Cafeteria. It 
has filled a decided need in the lives of the children, re- 
sulting in an improved attention to studies, much less 
restlessness and fatigue among the pupils in the after- 
noon and happier tempered children at home. 


Playground equipment is sorely needed at the 
Center School. 


Movable chairs and desks are needed to replace the 
worn out stationary. ones now in use. 
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An opportunity should be provided for the mal- 
adjusted and slow children to learn at their own rate 
of speed and in so doing find satisfaction in the work - 
accomplished as do the normal children. 


Fifty-six visits to schools and forty to homes were 
made. ; 


Please accept my grateful appreciation of the help 
given me by all those working for the better health of 
Whately’s School Children.
